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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards a method and device for optical shape recording and/or evaluation 
of optically smooth, glossy or rough surfaces wherein a photometric and deflectometric method 
are combined. The closest prior art found was Nayer et al., 4,912,336. The prior art teaches a 
system for photometric sampling for an object surface shape and reflectance, however fails to 
teach: 

"Uniquely allocating to each normal vector a luminance back-scattered by the scattering 
body; and allocating the back-scattered luminance to illumination strengths of recorded 
images." This can be realized through a combination of a photometric and deflectometric 
method/device.
